FOKT GRANT, A. T., April 2.— The re- 


mains of Harry I. Thornton were found 
on Friday six miles from Han Pedro 
Iver, on the trail leading to Hooker hot 
iprlugs. He was murdered by a rifle 
hot through the skull, fired liom the 
eft side and slightly behind. Death 
must hayo bcrn instantaneous.' The 
roily WAS robbed. The officers have ex-

been perfectly established. Yonr's and 
mother's last letters from homo wore 
found near tho body.

I will bo home on 
Wednesday, and will bring a report from 
the surgeon here who examined the 
bodv and tho wound in tho head.

EUITOW KKI'UIILICAN. — Wo wish to 


make known to the citizens cf your city 
md vicinity that it is our purpose, dur- 
ing the prevailing high water, to eend a 
boat to Firebaughs at stated intervals, 
and as much further as it ie possible to 
get. There are times, ae you are doubt- 
less aware, when, owing to high water 
at FirebaugliB1 darn, it is possible to get 
over tbe same, and within twelve miles 
ol Fresno by the San Joaquin river, and 
some thirty-five miles by Fish slough. 


We have had considerable discussion 


regarding the feasibility of mafeing a rail- 
road connection with the river at some 
puint adjncent to Fresno, with the idea 
of getting some cheaper means of trans- 
portation by the existing carrying com- 
panies. We would be pleased to see 
eome of the merchants of yonr city make 
an experiment in the matter, and to that 
md we request that you give such pnb- 
.toity and such comment as tbe occasion 
dtmauda to the fact that on the Oth ot 
April we will despatch a steamer to 
Firebauphe, and will be pleased to quote 
rales of freight to parties in Fresno who 
might consider it to their advantage to 
haul from that point to your city. As 
previously stated, should there be suffi- 
cient water to enable us to go over the 
dam, we will be pleased to do to, getting 
much closer to Fresno, and thereby mak- 
ng tho haul cons derably less for your 
people, should they desire to ship this 
way. 


Should this trip bo successful to 


iYeeno, we wiilseud another steamer at 
d:Q"ereut intervals during tbe prevailing 
high water. 


Wo would bo pleased to see steps 


:akeu by the people ol your commuulty 
looking to the putting into execution of 
,he various projects that have been an- 
nounced for the procurement of com- 
petitive transportation with the sea-. 
joard. While we ore not rate cutte'B in 
my sense of the word,and are engaged in 
business with the idea of making profit, 
the extent and variety of the plant 
which we operate, the large capital 
we have invested, and our long familiar- 
ity with the business, added to the ad- 


able os to assure your people that, if 
communication can ba established with 
the river at a convenient point, we can 
name such a rate for tbe water haul as 
would work a coueiderable reduction 
over tbe rate current, though the inter- 
vening cistance has no other means of 
transportation except wagons.
